New  Orleans  was  opened  up  a  few  days  to  the 
folks  that  had  any  brand  of  sheolic  liquor  to 
sell  but  the  lid  has  been  put  on  again  good  and 
tight.

Children  in  the  Georgia  Baptist  Orphan's 
Home  subscribed  $3,000  to  the  campaign.  It 
looks  like  blood  is  coming  out  of  turnips  these 
days. 

In  the  short  time  that  saloons  were  opened 
In  New  Orleans  recently,  the  arrests  for  drunk¬ 
enness  almost  trebled.  Arrests  for  other  crimes 
attributable  to  drinking  also  increased. 

Villa,  to  avenge  the  execution  of  one  of  bis 
generals  by  the  Caranza  government  had  a  whole 
regiment  of  Federal  soldiers  massacred,  all  but 
two  of  the  676  men  being  killed.  This  report, 
at  least,  comes  over  the  border.

MISSISSIPPI  FIRST  IN  75  MILLION  CAMPAIGN

No,  Mississippi  Is  not  first  now,  and  in  re¬ 
ports  from  headquarters  she  Is  not  even  in  the 
running. 

Dr.  Scarborough  announces  that  Georgia  and 
South  Carolina  are  striving  with  each  other  for 
first  place  In  percentage  of  subscription  above 
quotas.  t 

Shall  Mississippi  allow  that  statement  to  go 
unchallenged? 

Are  we  willing  to  be  beaten  In  this  superla¬ 
tively  glorious  work  for  our  Lord  without  put¬ 
ting  forth  every  effort? 

Are  we  satisfied  to  stop  when  we  reach  our 
quota? 

There  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  lead  all 
the  states  in  percentage  of  subscriptions  over  our 
quota.  With  the  magnificent  lead  secured  on  the 
first  day  of  the  campaign  we  ought  to  over  sub¬ 
scribe  our  quota  by  fifty  percent. 

The  announcement  made  on  last  Monday  that 
we  had  reached  our  quota  and  had  set  our  goal 
at  five  million  stirred  our  people  as  nothing  else 
could  have  stirred  them.  Our  largest  churches 
redoubled  their  efforts  and  added  thousands  to 
their  subscription  in  order  to  reach  this  new 
goal. 

Shall  any  one  fall  to  do  his  full  duty  because 
we  have  reached  our  quota? 

Are  we  working  for  a  goal  or  are  we  working 
for  God? 

Less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  churches  have 
reported  at  this  hour — Saturday,  Dec.  6.  4  o'clock 
p.  m.  There  are  yet  fourteen  hundred  churches 
to  be  heard  from.  These  If  they  do  anything  at 
all  should  swell  our  receipts  to  over  five  million 
and  put  Mississippi  in  the  lead  of  all  states  In 
this  glorious  work. 

Brother  pastor,  here  Is  your  opportunity,  your 
challenge.  This  Is  God's  call  to  you  to  see  that 
your  church  does  Its  full  duty. 

The  headquarters  committee  has  extended  the 
time  for  the  round  up  in  the  campaign  until 
December  21.  I  shall  be  crushed  If  Mississippi 
does  not  come  up  by  then  to  the  first  place.

ment  of  $30,000  and  have  gone  fifty  percent 
over,  having  already  passed  the  $46,000  mark. 
They  are  living  up  to  their  reputation,  and  the 
church  is  maintaining  a  healthy,  vigorous,  spirit¬ 
ual  life.  Pastor  Taylor  is  not  only  leading 
his  church  In  a  winning  fight,  but  is  county 
organizer  for  Lincoln  Country  where  Baptist 
Churches  are  thick.  His  work  Is  telling  finely  in 
all  that  part  of  the  state. 

We  are  ready  to  give  all  due  weight  to  the 
explanation  often  offered  tor  failure  of  the 
churches  to  reach  and  save  everbody,  that  it  is 
due  to  the  Inconsistent  lives  of  Christians.  But 
the  larger  part  must  always  be  due  to  the  Innate 
and  Inalienable  sinfulness  of  men's  hearts  who 
refuse  the  offer  of  salvation.  Jesus  himself  lived 
a  sinless  life,  but  not  one  of  his  brothers,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family  in  which  he  lived,  believed 
on  him  upto'  the  time  of  his  resurrection.  John 
the  Baptist  and  Jesus  both  failed  on,  a  majority 
of  the  people  of  their  generation.  The  Master 
said  they  didn't  like  the  way  he  did  and  they 
didn't  like  the  way  John  the  Baptist  did.  They 
said  of  one,  "He  has  a  demon,"  and  of  the  other, 
"Behold  a  glutton  and  wine  bidder."  There  is  a 
deeper  reason  than  inconsistencies  of  Christians, 
and  that  Is  tbe  heart  of  man  is  decletful  above  all 
things  and  desperately  wicked. 
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Corinth  Church,  with  an  apportionment  of  $34.- 
000  has  already  given  twice  the  amount

Mertdlau  la  In 
the  lead,  having  subscribed  $77,600  to  the  cam¬ 
paign.  If  anybody  wishes  to  beat  It,  tbe  books  are 
not  closed.

Prof.  P.  H.  Eager  will  for  two  months  turn 
aside  from  the  Sunday  school  work  In  which  be 
is  engaged  to  assist  In  organising  tbe  state  foe 
the  Anti-Saloon  League  Drive  The  whole  nation 
will  be  organized  for  raising  $I6.*M.Md  to 
keep  America  dry  and  making  prohibition  an 
Issue  In  other  lands. 

The  Republic,  a  Cothllc  paper  of  Boston  Is 
still  bewailing  the  dry  amendment  and  exhaling 
terrible  prognostications  of  doom  We  who  have 
witnessed  tbe  fight  for  dry  counties  and  dry 
states  are  familiar  with  these  predictions  and 
maledictions,  but  they  are  In  the  class  of  tbe 
ealamatlea  which  the  old  lady  always  prevented 
by  worrying  about  them  beforehand

used  for  work  in  Mississippi  which  seems  nnturoj 
and  appropriate.  We  thank  God  for  men  who  are 
able  and  willing  to  give. 


Some  time  ago  The  Baptist  Record  suggested 
the  dividing  of  our  State  Convention  Board  into 
Commissions  to  study  and  oversee  special  de¬ 
partments  of  their  work.  We  see  that  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  South  Carolina 
Baptists  the  membership  was  divided  Into  Com¬ 
missions  on  Benevolences,  Missions,  Education 
and  on  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  Colport- 
age  work.  , 

The  Journal  and  Messenger  properly  takes  to 
task  the  Adult  Class  Quarterly  of  the  Northern 
Baptists  for  speaking  of  the  Lord’s  prayer  as  a 
petition  In  which  all  men  could  Join,  whether 
Jews,  Mohamcdans,  Hindus,  or  what  not.  No¬ 
body  can  use  tbe  Lord's  prayer  in  the  sense  In 
which  our  Lord  meant  it  to  be  used  except  they 
are  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.

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PHARISAIC  BAPTISM 


(Prof.  A.  T.  Robertson) 

It  may  be  news  to  some  that  the  Pharisees 
practised  baptism.  But  this  Is  the  title  of  the 
fourth  chapter  of  "Studies  in  Pharisaism  and  the 
Gospels.”  by  I.  Abrahams,  M.  A.,  reader  in  Tal¬ 
mudic  In  the  University  of  Cambridge.  The  book 
was  published  In  1917  by  the  Cambridge  Uni¬ 
versity  Press  (G.  P.  Putman's  Sons).  Rabbi 
Abrahams  writes  In  excellent  spirit,  with  the 
view  of  showing  points  of  contact  between  Phar¬ 
isaism  and  Chrltianity.  The  book  is  Interesting 
and  has  little  of  bitterness  In  It.  It  is  not  written 
In  the  interest  of  Baptists.  In  fact,  he  does  not 
mention  them  in  the  whole  book.  He  Is  expound¬ 


ing  Pharisaism  with  a  Jewish  scholar  s  concern 
for  accuracy  and  for  putting  Judaism  In  a  favor¬ 
able  tight.  He  comes  to  the  discussion  of  bap¬ 
tism  from  a  non-Baptist  standpoint  and  with  no 
interest  in  denominational  controversies  among 
Christians.  His  testamony  Is  therefore  as  nearly 
impartial  as  It  is  possible  to  obtain  on  the  sub¬ 
ject. 

He  accepts  the  testimony  of  Josephus  concern¬ 
ing  John’s  baptism  as  authentic  (p.  33).  "The 
verb  baptixo’  was  quite  familiar  to  Jewish 
writers.  It  is  rare  in  the  8eptuagint,  but  Is  curi¬ 
ously  enough  found  precisely  where  bathing  in 
the  Jordan  is  referred  to,  in  the  significant  pas¬ 
sage,  2  Kings  v.  14:  "Then  went  he  down  and 
dipped  himself  (ebaptisato)  seven  times  In  Jor¬ 
dan.’  Significant,  too,  is  the  fact  that  Aquila, 
who  translated  under  Agibas  influence,  uses 
'baptixo'  when  the  Septuagint  uses  'bapto'  (Job 
ex:  31;  Psalm  lvili: 3. )"'  That  Is  as  good  as  argu¬ 
ment  as  a  Baptist  could  wish.  Evidently,  Rabbi 
Abrahams  Is  unfamiliar  with  "sacred"  or  "cere¬ 
monial"  sense  of  "baptixo,"  meaning  to  sprinkle 
or  to  pour.  “To  Josephus  himself  the  verb  was 
so  familiar  that  he  even  makes  a  metaphorical 
use  of  It.  In  describing  the  masses  of  people 
flocking  Into  the  city,’  he  says  ebaptlsan'  the 
city”  (p.  33)  or  flooded  the  city.  He  adds  that 
Josephus  “treats  baptism  as  a  bodily  purification 
corresponding  to  an  Inward  change,  not  as  a 
means  of  remitting  sins."  Abrahams  agrees  with 
Josephus  that  John  did  not  baptlxe  in  order  to 
obtain  remission  of  sins.  John  was  not  a  sacra- 
mentalist,  and  Josephus  interprets  him  correctly 
on  this  point. 

Abrahams  thinks  that  it  is  shown  that  pros¬ 
elyte  baptism  existed  as  early  as  A.  D.  67.  It  is 
a  tradition  In  the  Jerusalem  Talmud  that  “sol¬ 
diers  were  guards  of  the  gates  in  Jerusalem;  they 
were  baptised  and  ate  their  Paschal  lambs  In  the 
evening."  p.  37.)  It  is  certinly  probable  that  the 
Pharisees  practised  proselyte  baptism  before 
John  baptised  In  the  Jordan.  “The  heathen  was 
in  a  state  of  uncleanness,  and  must,  at  least  as 
emphatically  as  the  Jew  in  a  sitnlllar  state,  have 
undergone  the  ritual  of  bathing"  (p.  36).  The 
predominant  and  almost  universal  view  was  that 
in  Temple  times  three  rites  accompanied  tbe  re¬ 
ception  of  porselytes;  circumcision,  baptism,  and 
sacrifice.”  After  the  destruction  of  the  Temple. 
In  A.  D.  70,  sacrifice  was  dropped.  In  the  case  of 
women  only,  baptism  was  used.  “Arrian,  In  the 
second  century,  names  baptism  as  the  one  suf¬ 
ficing  ceremony  which  completely  turns  a  heath¬ 
en  Into  a  Jew  (Dissert.  Eplct.  II,  9).”  Thus  when 
John  called  the  Jews  to  repent  and  be  baptised, 
he  was  treating  them  as  if  they  were  heathen. 
“In  all  cases  the  bathing  was  most  probably  by 
total  Immersion"  (p.  38).  “Total  Immersion  is 
clearly  Implied  by  the  Zadoklte  fragment"  (p. 
38).  “If  the  fragment  be  a  genuine  document  of 
the  second  century  B.  C..  Its  evidence  for  the 
total  immersion  of  the  priests  Is  of  great  weight. 
In  the  Talmud  the  bath  In  such  a  case  had  to  be 
at  least  of  the  dimensions  1x1x3  cubits,  suf¬ 
ficient  for  total  Immersion"  (p.38).  “The  bath¬ 
ing  of  the  ‘nlddah’  was  by  total  immersion,  and 
we  have  the  definite  statement  of  a  ‘baaaltha’ 
(Yebamoth.  47b)  that  the  rules  for  the  bathing 
of  proMlytas  (mala  and  female)  were  the  same 


as  for  the  'niddah'  "  (p.  38).  The  case  Is  com¬ 
plete. 

Baptism  has  been  discussed  from  many  angles 
and  many  may  be  weary  of  the  subject.  Occa¬ 
sionally  one  still  finds  some  one  who  reruses 
to  believe  that  primitive  Christian  baptism  was 
immersion  and  actually  contends  that  immersion 
is  not  baptism,  but  that  only  sprinkling  or  pour¬ 
ing  is  baptism.  There  is  a  fresh  line  of  argument 
for  such  cases.  Rabbi  Abrahams  proves,  without 
any  appeal  to  the  New  Testament  at  all,  that 
Pharisaic  baptism  (proselyete  baptism)  was  im¬ 
mersion.  He  contends  that  It  was  In  common  use 
before  the  days  of  John  the  Baptist.  Hence,  bap¬ 
tism  already  had  a  ritualistic  significance  before 
John's  days.  Its  sacred  associations  were  pre¬ 
cisely  In  harmony  with  the  original  meaning  of 
•the  word  In  all  Greek  literature  of  all  ages. 
There  is  no  hint  of  anything  but  immersion  in 
Pharisaic  baptism.  The  argument  Is  conclusive, 
therefore,  that  when  John  the  Baptist  called  peo¬ 
ple  to  repentance  and  baptism,  they  were  Im¬ 
mersed.  That  is  what  "baptixo”  means.  That  is 
what  the  Pharisees  already  practised.  I  see  no 
escape  from  this  conclusion. 

It  is  needless  to  say  that  this  Pharisaic  line  of 
argument  reinforces  that  from  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  and  from  ancient  Greek.  It  completes  the 
circle,  so  to  speak,  and  leaves  nothing  more  to 
be  said  on  the  suh.lt  ct. 

Rabbi  Abrahams  adds  one  more  remark  of  In¬ 
terest:  "John's  baptism  seems  to  have  this  point 
in  common  with  the  Pharisaic  baptism  of  pros¬ 
elytes — it  was  a  baptism  once  for  all.  For  the 
proselyte  had,  in  the  Pharisaic  view,  adopted 
Judaism  completely"  (p.  42). 

It  is  unnecessary  to  spin  the  matter  out.  One 
can  be  grateful  to  Rabbi  Abrahams  for  so  power- 
bul  a  buttress  to  the  Baptist  interpretation  of  the 
bapism  of  Jesus  and  of  all  who  believe  In  Him 
for  salvation. 


ASSOCIATION AL  MISSIONS 


The  Baptist  State  Convention  Board  has  pro¬ 
rated  the  $3,500,000.00  that  Is  to  be  raised  in 
Mississippi  and  of  this  amount  State  Missions 
will  receive  $665,000.  The  report  recommends 
that  30  Associational  Missionaries  be  employed 
in  the  state  and  Clarke  and  Wayne  County  Asso¬ 
ciations  should  have  a  live  strong  man  as  Mis¬ 
sionary  Colporteur.  He  should  own  a  Ford  Car, 
the  expense  of  which  would  be  $300  per  year, 
and  house  rent  would  be  $180,000,  so  the  salary 
could  not  be  less  than  $1800.00  per  year  If  we 
expect  to  get  a  man  equal  to -the  requirements. 

For  ail  thg  Associations  needing  a  Missionary 
Colportuer  to  receive  that  much  from  the  fund 
would  be  too  heavy  a  drain  on  the  board,  so  I 
would  suggest  thdt  with  the  consent  of  the  board, 
for  some  centrally  located  church.  Harmony  in 
the  Clarke  County  Association  and  Clara  for  the 
Wayne  County  Association,  call  the  Missionary 
for  halt  time,  especially  in  cases  like  the  two 
Just  mentioned  as  the  Agricultural  High  Schools 
are  located  there  and  they  need  preaching  twice 
a  month.  He  could  visit  other  churches,  literary 
schools,  organise  Sunday  schools  and  grade  those 
already  organised,  and  help  organise  W.  M.  U. 
and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  the  churches  take  subscrip¬ 
tions  for  the  Baptist  Record  and  sell  books, 
while  great  good  could  be  done  by  his  obtaining 
subscriptions  to  such  denominational  papers  as 
the  Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  and  Orphanage 
Gem.  distributing  tracts  on  Tithing  and  Mis¬ 
sions. 

The  Missionary  could  do  enlistment  work  and 
preach  at  some  church  in  the  association  the 
two  Sundays  not  taken  by  the  "Mothering 
Church"  which  should  furnish  the  home  and 
help  pay  the  salary. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association 
would  cooperate  with  the  Convention  board  and 
the  church  In  securing  the  right  man. 

The  profits  from  sale  of  books  could  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  salary  and  be  a  blessing  to  the  pur¬ 
chaser.  Let  the  slogan  be  “Oo  forward!”

WHERE  THE  AMERICAN  SAMMIES  WON 
RENOWN 

(J.  F.  Love,  Cor.  Sec  y.) 

Rising  early  on  the  morning  of  October  29th, 
our  party  started  through  a  light  snowstorm  on 
a  visit  to  Chateau  Thierry  and  other  battle¬ 
fields.  The  first  town  In  the  war  belt  to  be 
reached  was  Meaux.  The  Germans  reached  this 
point  in  191$  In  their  great  drive  fov  Paris. 
They  never  approached  so  near  the  city  again. 

Skirting  the  Marne,  which  is  but  a  narrow 
stream,  we  saw  many  reminders  of  eventB  which 
fastened  the  attenton  of  the  world  upon  France 
from  1914  to  1918.  But  our  chief  objectives 
were  Chateau  Thierry,  Belleati  Wood,  and  other 
points  which  will  for  generations  -have  interest 
/or  Americans  because  of  the  heroic  and  decisive 
part  which  Americans  had  in  making  battles 
which  were  fought  here  forever  memorable. 

At  Chateau  Thierry  we  were  met  by  a  Knight 
of  Columbus  and  a  U.  8.  motor  lorrie  and  offered 
the  day  s  trip  for  nothing.  We  accepted  the  gen¬ 
erous  offer  which  American  money  bad  made 
possible,  and  notwithstanding  the  biting  cold 
and  the  absence  of  even  L  windshield,  we  en¬ 
joyed  a  ride  of  75  miles  of  such  fast  riding  as 
we  have  not  often  experienced.  The  young  man 
in  charge  of  the  machine  proved  to  be  a  most 
agreeable  and  well  informed  guide.  Passing  out 
of  the  town  over  the  bridge  at  the  end  of  which 
Is  a  stone  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  the  Third 
U.  S.  A.  Division,  and  to  the  right  of  which  is 
to  be  erected  a  monument  in  memory  of  "our 
boys,  we  passed  through  a  country  every  inch 
of  which  Is  steeped  in  precious  memories.  We 
passed  through  Vaux,  Lucy-Le-Bocage  Hill,  For- 
cy,  etc.,  leaving  Belleau  to  our  left  and  getting 
a  good  view  of  the  valley  which  was  dominated 
from  Belleau  Wood.  At  the  Wood  we  visited 
the  cemetery  where  our  brave  young  heroes  are 
being  burled  in  a  neat  plot  of  ground  near  the 
spot  where  they  gained  their  soldier  immor¬ 
tality.  A  white  cross  with  a  name  plate  attached 
marwks  each  grave.  Already  2,800  bodies  have 
been  collected  and  8  to  12  are  being  added 
dally.  German  prisoners  are  used  to  prepare 
the  grounds. 

Leaving  the  cemetery  and  passing  into  the 
woods,  we  visit  the  machine  gun  "nests”  which 
American  Marines  charged.  Pieces  of  shells,  car¬ 
tridges.  the  garments  and  even  the  bones  of 
German  soldiers  wore  seen  In  the  woods  which 
had  been  swept  by  shell  fire  and  glorified  by 
such  cour.age  as  the  world  has  not  often  wit¬ 
nessed.  It  was  with  strange  feelings  that  one 
walked  amidst  the  fresh  reniinders  of  those  ter¬ 
rible  days  of  1918  and  realized  that  he  stood 
where  the  flower  of  American  young  manhood 
fell  the  willing  offerings  to  a  splendid  idealism. 
From  the  Wood  we  went  Into  the  wheatfield 
across  which,  swept  by  machine  guns,  thes^  brave 
lads  passed  to  turn  the  tide  of  war  and  help  to 
give  free  peoples  a  new  lease  on  life  even  at 
the  expense  of  their  own.  We  could  not  control 
our  emotions,  but  we  felt  a  new  pride  in  being 
an  American  citizen  and  offered  to  our  Heavenly 
Father  a  prayer  for  those  who  listen  for  voices 
which  are  hushed. 

Swinging  around  a  circle,  we  returned  to  Cha¬ 
teau  Thierry  for  lunch,  after  this  to  Bezu-Saint- 
Germain  and  the  emplacement  of  "Big  Bertha," 
with  which  the  Germans  shelled  Paris  60  miles 
away.  Thenco  to  Nesles  and  the  nearby  cemetery 
where  3,800  American  boys  are  already  burled, 
and  to  which  others  are  being  brought  from  their 
scattered  graves,  to  Fere-en-Tordenols  and  Char- 
nery,  and  Quinten  Roosevelt's  grave,  before 
which  we  took  off  our  hats.  Brief  visits  were 
made  to  Cienger,  Courmount,  LeCharmel,  Jaul- 
gonne,  Chertlnes,  Mont-Saint-Pere,  Gland  and 
Brasles.  All  these  bear  the  marks  of  war  and 
their  inhabitants  make  mute  appeal  to  the  vis¬ 
itor  by  the  wretched  condition  to  which  they 
have  been  reduced.  The  sight  of  the  needs  of 
any  one  of  these  cities  and  towns  would  make 
grateful  contributors  of  many  prosperous  Bap¬ 
tists  of  the  South  to  the  75  Million  Campaign 
in  order  to  hasten  relief  before  the  winter  claims 
lta  victims.

"Those  three  boys  (pointing  to  three  boys 
who  were  doing  no  good  in  school)  are  being 
ruined  because  their  parents  are  giving  them 
too  much  monjy,"  said  our  president  tbe  other 
morning.

It  makes  ship-wrecks  of  more  boys  than  any¬ 
thing  else,  said  he.  Those  words  struck  deep 
because  they  are  so  true.  Logically,  if  too  much 
money  will  wreck  a  boy's  education,  too  little 
ought  to  make  it,  and  it  is  very  near  true,  too. 

There  came  to  our  school  this  year  six  poor 
boys  who  were  bent  on  getting  an  education, 
but  when  they  came  they  found  every  room  in 
our  dormitories  taken  and  all  of  our  boarding 
houses  full.  Did  they  become  discouraged  and 
return  home?  Not  on  your  life.  They  decided 
to  batch,  rented  a  house,  organized  themselves 
into  a  working  family  and  today  they  are 
healthy,  happy  and  doing  good  work.  Two  do 
the  cooking,  two  keep  house,  (K.  P.)  and  the 
other  two  “bring  home  the  bacon."  They  are  all 
Christians.  No  one  smokes,  none  use  bad  lan¬ 
guage,  and  every  night  they  have  family  prayer 
each  fellow  taking  his  time  leading.  Recently 
ene  of  their  number  responded  to  the  call  of 
God  to  preach.  They  are  all  poor,  but  ambi¬ 
tious  and  industrious.  They  say:  "You  don't  have 
to  have  a  big  bank  account  in  order  to  get  an 
education.”  They  are  right,  too.  They,  In  our 
Judgment,  are  the  kind  of  fellows  who  have 
made  Mississippi  College  great.  May  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  our  Heavenly  Father  be  upon  them,  and 
may  their  tribe  increase.

A  GRAND  JURY'S  VERDICT 


The  "Shimmy"  the  "Camel  Walk"  the  "Cheek. 
Dance,"  and  similar  variations  of  the  terpis- 
chorean  art,  have  been  Judicially  branded  by 
the  Hinds  county  grand  Jury  as  vulgar.  Immoral 
and  Indecent. 

In  Its  final  report  to  Judge  Potter  the  grand 
jury  vigorously  denounces  these  dances,  declar¬ 
ing  that  they  are  prevalent  in  Jackson,  and 
urges  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  city  to 
take  steps  for  their  suppression. 

For  years  the  devotees  of  the  dance  craze 
could  with  great  difficulty  find  a  place  to  carry 
out  their  desire.  While  I  was  mayor  of  Shub-ta 
the  young  people  got  in  the  habit  of  using  the 
town  hall  for  dancing  and  I  secured  an  order 
prohibiting  the  use  of  tbe  town  hall  for  dancing. 

At  another  time  some  men  had  rented  a 
room  for  a  billard  room  and  were  fitting  It  up, 
having  ordered  the  tables  before  I  found  it  out. 

1  called  a  meeting  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
and  we  outlawed  them  and  included  enough 
gambling  devices  to  make  it  unprofitable  for 
street  fairs  to  visit  Shubuta. 

Ex-saloon  keepers  say  that  the  dance  hall  is 
taking  the  place  of  the  saloon  and  John  Barley¬ 
corn.  In  one  city  110  dance  halls  cannot  accom¬ 
modate  the  patrons.  In  Louisiana  recently  28 
persons  lost  their  lives  when  a  dance  hall  burn¬ 
ed  down.  Several  mothers  lost  their  lives  while 
their  babies  were  saved,  one  hundred  dancers 
and  two  hundred  spectators  were  present. 

I  ran  see  how  young  girls  can  enjoy  tbe  dance 
but  after  a  woman  becomes  a  mother  how  she 
consent  to  engage  In  the  modern  dance  with 
a  man  is  more  than  I  can  comprohend. 

Some  church  members  see  no  harm  in  their 
daughters  being  hugged — IF  HUGGED  TO 
MUSIC.

THE  UNITY  OF  THE  SPIRIT  ESSENTIAL  TO 
SPIRITUAL  COMMUNION  IN  THE 
LORD'S  SUITER 


(Charles  Harris  Nash ) 

I  was  a  convalescent  patient  In  Johns  Hopklas 
Hospital,  Baltimore.  It  was  a  glorious  »■'— 
morning.  The  gracious  Presbyterian  nurse  earn* 
to  me  from  the  Episcopal  bishop  occupying  the 
room  opposite  mine,  with  a  courteous,  kind,  fra¬ 
ternal,  Christian  Invitation  to  partake  with  him 
of  "the  holy  communion."  He  had  arranged  for 
the  service  by  the  rector  of  the  church  nearby 
1  politely  declined,  with  expressions  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  explained  to  the  nurse  that  I  was  a 
Baptist  and  should  be  glad  to  explain  more  fully 
to  tbe  bishop  in  person  at  my  earliest  opportun¬ 
ity.  A  short  time  afterward  the  thoughtful  and 
benevolent  bishop  sent  me  a  large,  beautiful 
Easter  Illy.  When  I  explained  fully  my  reasons 
for  not  accepting  what  was  really  meant  to  he  e 
beneflclent,  spiritual  service  In  offering  me  "the 
holy  communion."  the  Presbyterian  nurse  and 
the  Episcopal  bishop  expressed  surprise  and 
frankly  said  they  had  not  known  before  the  con¬ 
victions  that  mad  It  Impoaalbe  for  an  Intelli¬ 
gent  Baptist  to  partake  of  "the  holy  communion" 
as  offered. 

No  conviction  that  BaptlsU  have  Is  ao  little 
understood,  and  so  sadly  misunderstood  as  the 
conviction  that  controls  them  concerning  the 
Lord's  Supper  as  the  Lord  himself  gave  It  and 
taught  It  directly  and  through  the  Holy  Spirit  In 
his  inspired  Word.  Let  us  pray  the  Lord  to  help 
us  obey  him  and  not  Judge  tbe  motives  of  our 
brethren  who  differ  from  us.  It  Is  our  Imperative 
duty  In  loyalty  to  our  Lord,  that  we  should  falth- 
fully, fraternally  and  lovingly  teach  them  our  con¬ 
victions  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  We  should  assure 
them  that  we  do  not  knowingly  decline  a  genuine 
spiritual  blessing  by  declining  to  partake  with 
us  anything  that  would  really  be  a  spiritual  bless¬ 
ing  to  them.  We  should  explain  to  them  that 
genuine,  sincere  spiritual  communion  Is  Impos¬ 
sible  unless  there  Is  the  "unity  of  the  spirit" 
seen  and  felt  in  unity  of  convleton  m parted  by 
the  SJlrlt  as  to  tbe  nature,  design,  effects  and 
facts  of  the  Lord’s  own  supper  In  his  own  Inspir¬ 
ed  Word. 

Many  agree  that  baptism  precedes  the  supper 
symbolically  and  actually  In  the  Word.  Baptism 
in  its  emersion  symbolizes  resurrection,  the  ris¬ 
ing  "to  walk  in  newness  of  life”  with  Christ.  The 
Lord's  Supper  symbolizes  tbe  sustenance  of  the 
spiritual  life  previously  begun  In  regeneration. 
We  live  before  we  eat.  Actually,  baptism  was  the 
symoblic  act  of  the  believer  In  tbe  Word.  "Then 
they  that  received  his  word  were  baptized:  and 
there  were  added  unto  them  In  that  day  about 
three  thousand  souls"  (Acts  2:41). 

Communion  In  tbe  physical  act  of  eating  and 
drinking  at  the  same  time  and  place  dbes  not 
necessarily  mean  communion  of  the  spirits  of 
those  who  eat  and  drink.  If  there  Is  not  commun¬ 
ion  of  the  syirlts  In  unity  of  conviction  concern¬ 
ing  the  Lord's  Supper  there  Is  not  "the  unity  of 
the  spirit  In  the  bonds  of  peace."  How  can  I 
really  unite  "In  spirit  and  in  truth"  with  my 
Roman  Catholic  brother  In  partaking  of  "the 
real  body”  Of  Jesus  Christ  when  my  conviction 
is  that  the  real  body  of  Jesus  Christ  Is  living 
and  at  the  right  hand  of  the  Father  In  Heaven? 

It  Is  Impossible  for  me  to  unite  spritually  with 
him  unless  I  believe  with  him  In  the  mystery  and 
miracle  of  "transubstantlatlon",  or  the  change 
In  tie  substance  of  the  breed  Into  tbe  flesh  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Suppose  I  believe  that  be  Is  truly 
saved  by  essential  grace  through  the  eaaentlal 
faith  In  Jesus  Christ,  In  spite  of  great  error 
taught  him  from  early  childhood,  bow  can  he 
really  unite  spiritually  with  me  in  partaking  of 
purely  symbolic,  memorial  declaration  bread  and 
wine?  If  his  priest  offers  me  a  piece  of  bread 
which  he  says  Is  the  flesh  of  Jesus  trsnsformed 
after  a  ceremony  and  my  senses  of  sight,  touch 
and  taste  convince  me  that  It  Is  still  bread  and 
not  flesh,  how  can  I  really,  sincerely,  spiritually 
commune  with  my  Catholic  brother?  la  not  the

We  cannot  bellevifllat  there  are  many  people 
among  us  who  are  If  IlcteJ  with  this  spirit  of 
dodging  and  slacker*.  The  Idea  that  the  giving 
of  others  has  retno8  the  obligation  from  me 
is  as  utterly  strangers  the  spirit  of  Christianity 
as  anything  we  can  flneeive.  The  very  opposite 
of  this  Is  what  PauHappealed  to  when  asking 
the  Corinthlarts  form  contribution  He  said  to 
them:  Moreover.  tS^hren,  we  make  known  to 

you  the  grace  of  Gaj/.  which  hath  been  giveji  in 
tbe  churches  of  Macj&onla.”  He  proceeds  to  tell 
how  they  have  given  generously  and  sacrlflcally. 
and  appeals  to  the  Corinthians  to  match  their 
^offering  with  similar  generosity  (2  Cor.  8:17). 
It  never  occured  to  him  that  these  people  to 
whom  he  Wax  writing  would  excuse  themselves 
by  saying  the  Macedonians  have  done  so  well,  we 
need  not  do  anything.  A  collection  will  show, 
not  the  size  of  a  man's  pile,  but  the  size  of  his 
soul.  Any  man  who  excuses  himself  because  some¬ 
body  else  has  done  well  is  too  small  to  be  seen 
except  with  a  high  powered  miroscope. 

In  thla  work  which  we  are_  doing,  to  fill  all 
the  needs  of  men  in  all  the  world,  there  is  no 
limit  to  th#  demand  and  no  measuring  the  obli¬ 
gation.  If  we  raised  twice  th#  75  million,  every 
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cent  of  it  is  necessary,  and  more,  to  meet  our 
obligations  in  missions  and  education  and  benev¬ 
olence.  When  it  is  all  raised  and  given  we  will 
find  as  many  more  places  where  they  are  asking: 
“Come  over  and  help  us.”  We  have  Just  begun. 

And  as  to  apportionments,  many  of  us  have 
felt  all  the  while  that  the  amount  asked  of  Miss¬ 
issippi  was  entirely  too  small.  It  has  been  a 
humiliation  that  states  like  Arkansas  and  Louis¬ 
iana  with  not  more  than  half  as  many  Baptists  In 
their  conventions  assumed  amounts  almogt 
equal  to  that  which  Mississippi  was  asked  for. 
We  are  plenty  able  to  give  $5,000,000  and  some 
of  us  will  be  ashamed  If  we  don't  do  It. 

Let's  push  this  work  right  on  through  to  a 
glorious  conclusion.  Nothing  less  than  five  mil¬ 
lion  will  properly  represent  us.  This  is  no  time 
to  be  niggardly,  no  time  to  "let  George  do  It. 
We  have  aften  seen  children  complain  when  told 
to  do  anything  and  ask  mother  or  father  "Why 
don’t  you  hiake  George  do  It.”  We  have  come  to 
the  time  when  we  have  gof  to  play  the  man  and 
"be  no  longer  children."  Those  who  do  their  duty 
will  be  happy  when  the  work  is  done.  Those  who 
dawdle  about  It  and  let  the  opportunity  go  by 
will  be  disgruntled  and  sour  forever  afterward, 

KEEP  IT  UP 

Those  who  were  in  Nashville  last  July  when 
the  details  of  the  75  Million  program  were  be¬ 
ing  worked  out  will  remember  how  earnestly  the 
point  was  urged  that  the  time  was  too  short  to 
finish  the  work  by  the  last  of  November  and 
make  Victory  Week  of  Nov.  30-Dec.  7.  While  It 
was  finally  decided  to  bring  the  work  to  a  cli¬ 
max  at  that  time,  evrybody  recognized  the  im- 
practiability  of  reaching  and  enlisting  all  our 
forces  and  resources  in  six  months  time.  But  it 
was  agreed  that  It  was  better  to  have  a  six- 
months  Intensive  campaign,  and  then  opportunity 
could  given  to  reach  later  those  who  could 
not  be ,/eached  in  so  short  a  time  and  round  up 
all  the  edges  of  our  work. 

-“"The  momentum  has  been  acquired  and  an 
organization  built  up  which  ought  by  all  means 
to  be  utllzed  for  further  work.  Indeed  much  of 
the  organization  in  the  states  will  become  per¬ 
manent  In  order  to  conserve  what  we  have  al¬ 
ready  attained  and  push  to  completion  what  we 
have  begun.  This  does  not  moan  a  heavy  expense 
account  for  the  work  has  been  done  In  the  coun¬ 
ties  and  churches  by  voluntary  and  unpaid  work¬ 
ers.  But  It  does  mean  that  the  office  In  Jackson, 
and  we  presume  the  headquarters  In  every  state, 
have  found  their  way  to  the  people  through 
recognized  and  valuable  agencies  in  the  commit- 
i  tees  and  team  workers.  These  channels  will  be 
i  kept  open,  and  utilized  for  future  work  There  are 
also  other  churches  which  have  for  various  rea¬ 
sons  not  been  brought  into  line  with  the  denom¬ 
inational  work,  or  where  the  work  has  been 
i  only  partially  done.  These  will  wish  to  have  a 
[  part  In  the  great  Baptist  program  and  the  way 
,  will  thus  be  open  to  reach  them  and  for  them  to 
s  cooperate.  Not  only  is  the  work  unfinished  in 
r  that  some  churches  have  not  been  reached,  but 
)  it  Is  not  finished  because  the  subscriptions  that 
(  have  been  made  will  extend  over  a  period  of 
>  five  years  and  will  have  to  be  looked  after.  Then 
,  we  look  for  new  members  In  our  churches, 
i  ■  changes  of  membership  from  one  church  to  an- 
I  other  and  growth  in  the  grace  of  liberality  and 
ability  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  already  co- 
r  operating.  For  all  these  reasons,  let  the  work 
go  right  on  till  the  Lord  comes.

Paul  says.  “Let  the  elders  that  rule  well  be 
counted  worthy  of  double  honor,  especially  they 
who  labor  in  the  word  and  doctrine."  You  notice 
that  he  puts  the  emphasis  on  those  who  labor. 
In  tbe  campaign  which  is  now  nearing  a  glorious 
conclusions  there  have  been  pastors  who  worked 
at  the  Job.  In  almost  every  cate  where  the  pastor 
took  hold  of  the  work  it  was  done.  In  most

This  ex¬ 
perience  ought  to  be  and  will  be  capital  for 
them  in  the  future  work  of  the  kingdom.  The 
Lord  be  praised  for  these  helpers  in  the  service 
of  the  King. 

Then  there  are  the  comity  organizers  and  the 
district  organizers.  The  former  have  served 
without  salary  and  some  of  them  to  our  know¬ 
ledge  have  been  unsparing  In  their  labor  of  love 
and  work  of  faith.

Every  body  likes  a 
good  short  news  Item,  not  a  lot  of  hot  air  In¬ 
tended  to  boost  anybody,  but  something  that  God 
is  doing  in  the  world  through  his  servants.  The 
souls  of  our  people  need  to  be  fed,  nurtured  on 
the  word  of  God.  Some  men  ought  to  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  the  large  opportunity  furnished  by  the 
Record  to  reach  many  thousands  of  homes.  If 
you  wish  to  do  good  here  is  your  chance.  And 
remember  to  be  brief. 

.  REJOICE  RATHER  IN  THIS

*  A  few  months  ago  a  man  prominent  in  relig¬ 
ious  work  stirred  up  something  of  a  sensation  by 
writing  an  article  for  one  of  the  popular  maga¬ 
zines  in  which  he  condemned  as  selfish,  the  con¬ 
cern  for  the  salvation  of  our  own  souls.  He  de¬ 
clared  self-centered  and  anti-social,  not  only 
much  of  our  preaching,  but  the  singing  also  of 
such  popular  hymns  as  "That  will  be  glory  for 
me." 

It  might  be  well  to  put  alongside  of  this 
criticism  the  caution  and  admonition  of  .lesus 
to  the  seventy  disciples  whom  he  Bent  out  and 
who  were  giving  glowing  reports  of  success  upon 
their  return.  They  told  with  Joy  how  even  the 
demons  were  subject  to  them.  He  confirmed  their 
gift  of  power,  but  added,  "Notwithstanding,  in 
this  rejoice  not;  but  rather  rejoice  because  your 
names  are  written  in  heaven." 

They  had  not  gone  “over  seas"  and  could  not 
give  experience  In  "No  Man's  Land"  or  the  "dug- 
outs,"  but  they  could  tell  of  casting  out  demons. 
It  was  a  new  and  wonderful  experience  to  them. 
They  .were  thoroughly  elated — and  therefore  In 
danger.  Jesus  would  bring  them  back  to  "touch 
base”  at  their  own  Christian  experience.  More 
than  all  our  work  is  the  work  of  God.  More  than 
all  our  success  Is  the  primacy  and  supremeacy  of 
his  grace.  Retter  than  having  our  names  In  the 
newspapers,  for  any  cause;  better  than  having 
them  written  across  the  heavens  in  fire,  is  hav¬ 
ing  them  written  In  heaven. 

Jesus  would  bring  us  back  to  the  beginning. 
He  would  have  us  remember  and  rejoice  first 
and  most  in  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  God  to 
us.  To  forget  this  is  to  endanger,  probably  to 
lose,  all  the  rest.  It  we  think  too  much  of  what 
we  do,  even  do  In  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for  him 
and  by  his  grace,  we  Jeopardize  ail.  We  cannot 
go  back  too  often  nor  think  too  much  or  seriously 
upon  the  beginnings  and  source  of  our  Christian 
life.  This  must  be  our  chief  Joy  because  It  is  to 
rejoice  in  the  Lord. 

How  often  God  reminds  Israel  through  the 
prophets  that  he  led  them  forth  with  a  high  hand 
out  of  the  bondage  of  Egypt  and  through  the 
terrible  wilderness.  How  often  he  bids  them  re¬ 
member  that  they  were  once  In  bondage  and  the 
hand  of  Jehovah  delivered  them.  Their  great  na¬ 
tional  festival  was  the  passover  which  was  a 
picture  and  reminder  of  the  night  when  they 
went  forth  from  the  house  of  bondage,  led  by 
the  hand  of  God  into  a  great  freedom.  Their  Joy 
was  always  warmed  and  sobered  with  gratitude, 
Joy  that  makes  us  forget  God  is  dangerous. 
Joy  that  reminds  us  of  our  obligation  to  him  and 
dependance  on  him,  this  is  safe  and  should  al¬ 
ways  be  first.  It  is  not  self-centered,  but  Christ- 
centered. 

LITTLENESS  OK  RIG  MEN 

Ttie  disappointments  and  dlsllluslonments 
which  we  all  experience  in  our  knowledge  of  peo¬ 
ple  Is  exceedingly  painful.  So  much  so  Is  this 
that  some  people  discovering  the  weak  places  In 
those  they  thought  strong,  the  little  sopts  In 
thdse  they  thought  large,  and  the  bad  spots  in 
those  they  thought  good,  have  concluded  that 
.there  Is  no  good  In  the  world,  and  they  them¬ 
selves  have  "soured  on  creation.” 

There  ia  a  proverd  that  no  man  is  hero  to  his 


valet;  which  being  interpreted  means  that  great¬ 
ness  in  men  shrinks  mightily  upon  close  ac¬ 
quaintance  and  inspection.  It  is  truly  disappoint¬ 
ing  to  find  serious  weaknesses  in  those  we  have 
regarded  as  almost  our  ideals.  Many  a  prominent 
man  and  apparently  unselfish  servant  of  thi 
public  or  of  the  denomination  is  found  to  be  af¬ 
flicted  with  an  inward  sense  of  his  own  impor¬ 
tance,  which  crops  out  when  he  Is  not  properly 
"appreciated,”  or  shows  up  w'hen  some  other  man 
is  attracting  rather  more  atention.  The  littleness 
of  our  souls  is  revealed  In  petty  envying  and 
Jealousy.  It  will  show  up  when  we  hear  another 
praised  or  when  another  succeeds  more  than  we 
do.  It  will  express  Itself  In  picking  flaws  and  dis¬ 
covering  faults  or  in  winding  up  a  compliment¬ 
ary  reference  with  “but,"  which  means  a  quali¬ 
fication  and  detraction. 

What  are  we  to  do  in  the  face  of  these  facts? 
One  thing  we  all  ought  to  do;  get  rid  of  the  faults 
as  fast  and  as  far  as  we  can.  Ask  that  the  grace 
of  God  my  be  sufficient  for  us  and  the  blood  of 
Jesus  may  cleanse  us  from  all  sin.  Everyman  must 
frankly  own  his  faults  and  confess  and  forsake 
his  sins. 

Rut  after  all  Is  said  on  this  line  these  painful 
and  offensive  faults  will  crop  out.  What  effect 
shall  it  have  on  us  when  we  discover  them  In 
others.  It  is  easy  to  become  censorious  and  cyni¬ 
cal.  Nothing  but  the  all  sufficient  grace  of  Ood 
can  prevent  one  who  Is  thus  disappointed  in 
others  from  becoming  sceptical  of  all  good  and 
suspicious  of  all  men. 

Two  things  we  must  learn  and  accept.  One 
is  the  Bible  teaching  that  there  is  none  good,  that 
the  heart  of  man  is  deceitful  above  all  things 
and  desperately  wicked,  that  we  can  have  no 
confidence  in  the  flesh.  The  Bible  does  not  un¬ 
dertake  to  conceal  the  faults  of  good  men.  The 
very  best  of  them  have  their  short-comings  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Bible.  The  total  and  universal  de¬ 
pravity  of  man  is  written  all  through  the  book 
The  need  of  a  Saviour  is  evidenced  In  ail  the  con¬ 
duct  and  history  of  man.  The  other  thing  which 
we  must  learn  Is  that  the  salvation  through 
Christ  will  present  us  perfect  In  him.  We  shall  be 
presented  before  God  holy  and  blameless  in  his 
sight.  God  has  not  despaired  of  us.  He  who  began 
a  good  work  in  us  will  perfect  It  unto  the  day 
of  Jesus  Christ.  There  is  hope  for  us  and  for  our 
brethren. 

ALL  THINGS  NEW 

Among  all  people  outside  of  those  controlled 
by  Christian  principles,  custom  makes  law;  man¬ 
ners  and  morals  are  practically  Identical.  This 
same  tendency  is  seen  to  operative  in  large 
measure  also  among  Christians.  Precedent  deter¬ 
mines  proceedure,  and  is  accepted  as  right.  This 
continues  until  other  ideas  have  begun  to  wark, 
perhaps  truth  has  silently  worked,  till  the  fer¬ 
ment  produces  explosion,  revolution  or  rebellion. 
Revolt  comes  from  the  restraint  that  has  been 
put  upon  truth.  The  truth  Itself  may  be  sadly 
mixed  with  error  but  truth  will  at  last  produce 
revolt.  The  form  of  the  revolution  may  be  due 
to  the  mixture  of  error,  its  extravagances  and 
abuses  may  be  because  of  the  admixture  of 
false  teaching,  but  the  truth  at  the  heart  of 
things  will  work  till  the  change  is  accomplished. 

Remembering  this  will  help  to  steady  our 
minds  in  the  time  of  wide-spread  unrest  and  dis¬ 
turbance.  Not  everything  that  is,  is  right.  We 
get  accustomed  to  a  certain  order  and  settle 
down  to  think  of  it  as  right,  simply  because  It 
Is  long  established.  But  Jesus  said,  "Every  plant, 
which  my  heavenly  Father  hath  not  planted, 
shall  be  rooted  up.”  Oftlmes  we  would  prefer 
to  endure  the  Ills  of  the  established  order  rather 
than  undergo  the  ordeal  and  pains  of  reconstruc¬ 
tion.  But  this  Is  not  the  will  of  God.  He  looks 
far  ahead  and  works  toward  the  good  without 
ever  giving  up.  The  book  of  Revelation  is  a  pre¬ 
diction  of  the  progress  through  chaos  to  kosmos. 
through  destruction  to  reconstruction.  The  pro¬ 
cess  is  painful  but  the  result  Is  worth  the  cost. 
Heaven  comes  no  other  way.  Not  until  we  hear 


the  cry,  "Babylon  is  fallen,”  shall  we  see  the 
"new  Jerusalem,  the  holy  city,  descending  out 
of  heaven  from  God."  Not  until  the  heavens  be¬ 
ing  on  fire  shall  be  dissolved  and  the  elements 
shalls  me.t  with  fervent  heat,  can  we  look  for 
new  heavens  and  a  new  earth. 

These  things  are  said  that  we  may  meet  the 
uncertalnltles  and  distress  of  our  day  In  the 
spirit  of  faith.  The  world  is  in  upheaval  and 
possessed  with  the  spirit  of  unrest.  Threats  of 
economic  and  political  disturbances  are  con¬ 
stantly  before  us.  If  the  worst  comes,  and  all 
that  we  are  accustomed  to  shall  dissolve  and  pass 
we  can  take  comfort  in  the  exhortation  of  Peter: 
"Beloved,  think  it  not  strange  concerning  the 
fiery  trial  among  you.  which  cometh  upon  you 
to  prove  you.  as  through  a  strange  thing  happen¬ 
ed  unto  you.”  It  presages  “the  revelation  of  his 
glory".  Through  It  all  the  kingdom  of  Ood  Is 
coming. 

Evangelist  G.  W.  Riley  Is  supplying  the  church 
at  Cleveland  at  present  while  the  great  76  Mil¬ 
lion  Drive  is  on,  but  will  be  ready  to  resume  re¬ 
vival  work  when  the  drive  ia  over.  Since  coming 
to  Cleveland  he  has  organized  the  church  prayer 
meeting,  a  Sunbeam  Band,  and  a  B.  Y.  P.  V.  of 
40  members.  These  organizations  are  all  flourish¬ 
ing.  the  church  and  Sunday  school  sttendance 
hasjnrreased  snd  they  hope  to  raise  their  quota 
of  *000.00. 

The  Amory  church  over-subscribed  its  quota  to 
the  75  Million  Campaign,  and  then  surprised 
Pastor  W.  R.  Farrow  by  raising  his  salary  $500. \ 
This  be  richly  deserves,  being,  as  his  people  say.  ' 
a  good  preacher  and  a  tireless  worker. 

Because  the  examination  of  young  men  of  mil¬ 
itary  age  by  the  war  department  revealed  that 
one  out  of  three  was  physically  unfit,  the  federal 
government  Is  now  conducting  s  campaign  for 
education  of  young  men  as  to  the  evils  of  sexual 
sin  and  for  enlisting  their  cooperation  for  making 
a  worthier  manhood  In  America.  Surely  every 
Christian  and  patriot  and  philanthropist  will 
second  the  efforts  of  the  health  department  to 
overcome  the  wrongs  already  done  and  prevent 
their  repetition  in  the  future. 

The  Baptist  and  Methodist  churches  In  Marion. 
1-auderdale  county  are  said  to  have  been  destroy¬ 
ed  by  cyclone  Sunday  afternoon  and  much  dam¬ 
age  was  done  to  other  property. 

We  clip  the  following  from  the  Tlmes-PIca- 
yune  concerning  the  Interchurch  Wogtd  Move¬ 
ment.  This  position  Is  repeatedly  stated  and 
denied:  "The  object  of  the  movement,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Rev.  8.  E.  Sargent.  In  charge  In  Louisiana, 
is  to  consolidate  all  the  charity  and  missionary 
work  of  the  churches  and  eventually  to  merge  all 
churches  Into  one  denomination  as  they  were 
at  the  beginning  of  Christianity.

Brother  N.  R.  Drummond,  after  doing  most 
efficient  work  as  organizer  of  the  Sixth  District 
in  Mississippi  for  the  76  Million  Campagu.  has 
returned  to  his  work  in  the  Seminary  at  Ft.

The  Baptist  Courier.  "Southern  Baptists  have 
given  the  representatives  of  the  Interchurch 
Movement  courteous  treatment.  We  have  a  right 
to  expect  similar  treatment  in  return.  But  we 
are  not  getting  It.  Here  come  the  representatives 
of  the  Movement  with  their  surveys  and  con¬ 
ferences.  seeking  to  divert  us  from  the  task  of 
our  75  Million  Campaign  to  another  which  they 
set  for  us.  We  showed  them  plainly  that  we  were 
not  interested  in  their  schemes,  and  have  noth¬ 
ing  to  do  with  them.  But  they  are  sending  out 
sixteen  pages  of  printed  questions  to  our  busy 
pastors,  many  of  the  questions  being  of  no  Inter¬ 
est  to  anybody  except  the  statistical  fiend  of  the 
World  Movement.  They  are  asking  these  same 
pastors  to  attend  conferences  and  discuss  methods 
for  making  various  kinds  of  surveys  for  the 
aforesaid  Movement.  All  this  looks  to  us  like  Im¬ 
pertinence.” 

Baptist  New  Mexican:  "At  our  recent  State 
Convention  in  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  Baptists 
formally  placed  themselves  on  record  as  being 
against  this  movement.  But  the  Movement  Is  ac¬ 
tive  in  New  Mexico.  Its  representatives  have  been 
after  our  Corresponding  Secretary,  asking  him  to 
become  a  member  of  the  State  executive  board  of 
their  movement.  Both  of  these  Invitations  he 
promptly  declined.  They  are  mentioned  simply  to 
indicate  that  the  Interchurch  Movement  is  at 
work  in  New  Mexico.” 

Dr.  J.  B.  Gambretl.  president  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  In  a  recent  article  in  the 
Western  Recorder,  said: 

"The  plans  of  the  Interchurch  Movement 
definitely  mean  the  destruction  of  the  Baptist 
faith.  This  I  am  prepared  to  prove  with  incon¬ 
testable  evidence.  When  we  discuss  this  move¬ 
ment  we  must  remember  that  It  Is  Just  one  move¬ 
ment  directed  by  a  few  men  In  New  York  who 
have  appointed  themselves  the  leaders  of  tho 
non-Cathollc  denominations  of  the  country.  They 
are  doing  what  Baptists  would  not  tolerate  in 
their  own  brethren  In  their  own  denominational 
ranks.  The  Atlanta  Convention  gave  out  a  sound 
note:  but  the  battle  Is  not  ended  at  all.  We  must 
carry  it  Into  our  churches  and  associations  and 
State  Conventions. 

"And  1  add  this:  Not  the  least  help  ought  to 
be  given,  to  any  of  the  gentlemen  who  are  trying 
to  undermine  the  Baptist  faith  and  who  have  as¬ 
sumed  overhead  leadership — not  the  least  en¬ 
couragement  anywhere  from  any  one  who  wants 
to  maintain  the  faith  of  the  gospel. 

"And  this  final  word:  Najbody  need  expect  that 
the  leaders  of  these  Movements  are  going  to  deal 
squarely  with  the  denominations.  These  are  very 
grave  words,  but  Lam  fully  prepared  to  Justify 
them.” 

The  representatives  of  the  Interchurch  Move¬ 
ment  do  not  lark  for  self-confidence,  not  to  call 
It  assurance.  It  required  self-confidence  of  an 
astonishing  order  for  Mr.  J.  Campbell  White  to 
make  his  address  before  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  after  that  body  had  adopted  with 
such  enthusiasm  the  address  of  Dr.  Gambrell  as 
Ita  utterances  But  the  representatives  are  visit¬ 
ing  State  Secretaries  and  appealing  to  pastors. 
One  of  the  leaders  of  the  Movement  had  a  long 
conference  with  Dr.  F.  M.  McConnell,  the  Okla¬ 
homa  Secretary,  with  the  idea  of  giving  Dr.  Mc- 
Connel  some  official  place  in  helping  to  put  the 
.Movement  across. 


uunlon  or  union  together  "in  spirit  and  in  truth." 
and  the  bodily  acts  of  eating  and  drinking  to¬ 
gether  at  the  same  time  and  place  are  merely 
formal  and  Inconsistent  with  "the  unity  of  the 
spirit  in  the  bonds  of  peace.”  In  the  Calvlnistic 
conviction  authoritatively  stated  In  the  "confes¬ 
sion  of  faith”  of  our  Presbyterian  brethren  there 
are  declarations  that  differ  essentially  from  the 
Lord's  Supper  as  he  gave  It  in  his  Word  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Baptist  cpnvictlon.  The  following  are 
“question”  and  "answer,”  page  126: 

"Q.  How  do  they  that  worthily  communicate 
in  the  Lord's  Supper  feed  upon  the  body  and 
blood  of  Christ  therein? 

"A.  As  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ  are  not 
corporally  or  carnally  present  In,  with  or  under 
the  bread  and  wine  ln4the  Lord's  8upper;  and  yet 
are  spiritually  present,  to  the  faith  of  the  re¬ 
ceiver,  no  less  truly  and  really  than  the  elements 
themselves  are  to  their  outward  senses;  so  they 
that  worthily  communicate  in  the  sacrament  of 
the  Lord's  Supper'  do  therein  feed  upon  the  body 
and  blood  of  Christ,  not  after  a  corporal  or  car¬ 
nal  manner;  yet  truly  and  really,  while  by  faith 
they  receive  and  apply  unto  themselves  Christ 
crucified,  and  all  the  benefits  of  his  death.” 

The  above  excludes  transubstantlation  and 
consubstatlation  as  taught  in  the  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  and  Lutheran  doctrines.  It  does  not  accurately 
interpret  the  Lord’s  Supper  according  to  the  con¬ 
viction  of  Baptists,  which  comes  wholly  from 
the  Inspired  Word  of  God  directly.  The  complete 
and  comprehensive  authority  is  in  1  Corinthians 
"For  I  received  of  the  Lord  that  which 
also  I  delivered  unto  you,  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
In  the  night  In  which  he  was  betrayed  took 
bread:  and  when  he  had  given  thanks. >he  br.oke 
it  and  said.  Tht#  is  my  body  which  Is  for  you: 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  In  like  manner 
also  cup.  after  supper,  saying.  “This  cup  is  the 
neW  covenant  In  my  blood,  this  do,  as  often  as 
ye  drink  it.  in  remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often 
as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  the  cup.  ye  pro¬ 
claim  the  Lord's  death  till  he  come” 

Our  interpretation  Is  simple,  brief,  comprehen¬ 
sive  and  exclusive.  "This  is  my  body"  means  this 
bread  represents  as  emblem  or  symbol  my  body. 
"This  cup  is  the  new  covenant  ih  my  blood” 
means  this  wine  represents  the  new  covenant  in 
my  blood.  "This  do  In  remembrance  of  me” 
means  that  the  act  is  a  memorial  one  to  remind 
us  of  his  atoning  death  on  the  cross.  "Ye  pro¬ 
claim  the  Lord’s  death  till  he  come"  means  that 
the  act  is  a  public  declaration  of  the  atoning, 
sacrlflcal  death  of  Jesus  for  sinners  and  is  to  be 
repeated  until  he  returns  in  glory.  We  accept  no 
extra-biblical  mysterious  and  miraculous  addi¬ 
tions. 

We  do  not  find  the  teaching  that  we  "feed  up¬ 
on  the  body  and  blood  of  Christ,  not  after  a  cor¬ 
poral  or  carnal  manner;  yet  truly  and  really" 
In  the  .teaching  of  Jesus,  except  in  a  symbolic 
sense  as  a  memorial  act.  We  do  not  find  that  “the 
body  and  blood  of  Christ  are  spiritually  present 
to  the  faith  of  the  receiver  no  less  truly  and 
really  than  the  elements  themselves  are  to  their 
outward  senses"  taught  by  Jesus.  Wo  cannot  rec¬ 
oncile  the  teaching  above  in  the  confession  of 
faith  with  the  fundamental  and  indisputable 
facts.  Substance,  form,  color  and  visibility  are 
essential  characteristics  of  "body."  The  body  of 
Jesus  rose  from  the  dead,  ascended  into  Heaven 
and  lives  there  till  he  comes  the  second  time  in 
glory.  In  Acts  4:56.  8tephen  said,  "Behold,  I  see 
the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of  man  standing 
on  the  right  hand  of  God.”  The  writer  frankly 
confesses  that  he  does  not  see  how  the  body  of

Tlyj  Mississippi  Physical  Education  Committee 
announces  that  the  county  superintendents  have 
endorsed  the  program  proposed  for  the  8tate. 
The  action  taken  by  these  officials  Is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  there  is  practically  no  physical 
education  work  undertaken  by  the  counties  as 
units,  and  that  there  is  great  need  of  State  Leg¬ 
islation.  In  fact,  the  agricultural  districts  are 
much  worse  off  In  this  respect  than  some  of  the 
cities  and  large  towns  of  this  state.  Individual 
communities  here  and  there  have  taken  up  the 
problem  by  assigning  an  instructor  exclusively 
to  physical  educat'on.  and  others  have  establish¬ 
ed  playgrounds.

Sunday  was  unquestionably  the 
greatest  day  ever  experienced  in  the 
West  Laurel  Baptist  church.

A  FRENCH  PHI  BUT’S  LETTFJK 

The  leter  translated  below  is  from 
M.  Andre  Bourrler  to  the  Bishop  of 
Marseilles,  and  is  an  Indication  of  the 
feeling  In  the  minds  of  those  French 
priests  who  are  leaving  the  Church  of 
Rome: 

“Monslgnor: — In  sending  you  my 
resignation  as  one  of  your  clergy,  I 
believe  it  to  be  my  duty  to  give  you 
the  motives  which  have  caused  me  to 
make  the  decision.  Age.  experience 
and,  above  all,  the  candid  study  of  the 
Oospel  and  of  the  first  centuries  of 
Christianity  have  too  greatly  modi¬ 


fied  the  teachings  and  the  prejudices 
with  which  my  early  ministry  was 
nourished.  I  see  my  self  compelled  to 
recognise  that  I  was  born  in  a  Church 
in  which  new  growths  and  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  men  have  utterly  changed  the 
simplicity  of  the  Gospel. 

“You  have  had  cognizance.  Mon- 
signor,  of  these  troubles  of  conscience, 
which  for  a  number  of  years  have 
been  the  torment  of  my  life.  Tou  have 
not  forgoten  my  agonies  while  I  have 
tried  these  ten  years  past  to  break 
the  bonds,  so  strong  and  so  tender, 
which  held  me  fast  to  all  that  I  had 
known  and  loved  up  to  that  time.  I 
submited  myself  to  the  examinations 
which  you  were  pleased  to  impose  on 
me.  But  I  did  not  at  all  recover  the 
peace  of  mind  which  was  promised 
to  me. 

"You  know  bow  to  make  a  man  suf¬ 
fer;  you  know  not  how  to  give  peace. 
With  loyalty  and  courage  I  forced 
myself  to  bend  my  reason  and  my 
will  to  the  demands  of  the  Roman 
faith. |  1  did  everything  to  persuade 
myself  of  the  truth  of  that  faith,  since 
the  Roman  Catholic  faith  consists, 
not  in  believing,  but  In  believlflg  one 
must  believe.  Today  I  have  been  20 
years  In  the  ministry,  and  during  10 
of  these  20  years  I  have  carried  on 
the  debate  with  myself  In  such  a  crisis 
of  conscience.  The  day  has  come  when 
I  see  It  Is  equally  Impossible  and  cul¬ 
pable  to  continue  this  strife. 

I  make  my  exit  from  the  Roman 
Church,  not  by  the  door  of  skeptlo- 
ism  or  of  unbelief,  but  by  reason  of 
my  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  only 
Saviour  and  exclusive  Mediator. 

"Accept,  Monslgnor,  the  assurance 
of  my  respectful  regards,  with  which 
I  have  the  honor  to  be,  your  servant 
and  brother  in  Jesus  Christ,

They  also  have  at  times 
bought  supplies  on  time  and  promised 
to  pay,  so  that  It  Is  not  the  merchant 
that  they  are  unwilling  to  make  a 
promise.  x 

So,  when  It  Is  boiled  down  It  is 
found  that  God  and  his  church  are 
all  that  they  are  not  willing  to  make 
a  pledge  and  promise  to  do  some¬ 
thing  for  In  the  future.  God,  who 
promised  and  gave  them  a  Sovlor! 
God  who  promised  and  gave  them 
eternal  life- when  they  believed!  God, 
who  has  promised  and  will  give  all 
khls  children  a  home  in  Heaven!  He 
■alone  are  they  not  willing  to  promise 
ahead.  Brother,  had  you  ever  stopped 
to  <  think  Just  where  that  position 
placed  you?  Afraid  to  trust  and  prom¬ 
ise  no  one  but  the  Giver  of  all  you 
have.  God.  Don't*  let  the  devil  influ¬ 
ence  you  Into  a  position  like  that,  for 
It  4s  the  devil  that  alone  could  yield 
such  an  influence. 

No.  we  expect  to  do  our  best  for 
God  so  long  as  we  live.  If  we  are 
Christians,  so  what  is  the  difference 
In  putting  it  In  the  form  of  a  pledge 
than  merely  having  It  In  our  mind 
and  hOart?

them,  our  leaders  will  step  boldly  out 
and  launch  the  work  nothing  doubt¬ 
ing.  without  this  they  can  only  step 
in  a  measure  In  theUwrir — .

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WOULD  NOTES  ON  THE  LIQUOR 
TRAFFIC 

The  Brltli  h  Columbia  government 
has  refused  to  allow  a  referendum  to 
be  taken  on -the  liquor  question  with 
the  purpose  of  Introducing  beer  and 
light  wines.  The  selling  of  all  intox¬ 
icating  liquors  has  been  prohibited 
In  the  hotels  and  liquor  bars  in  Kol- 
goorie  and  Coolgordie  Western  Aus¬ 
tralia. 

Prohibition  carried  in  Porto  Rico, 
with  a  population  of  over  a  million, 
by  a  majority  of  38,196~with  70  per 
sent  of  the  people  illiterates,  so  that 
the  government  had  to  put  the  em¬ 
blem  of  the  contending  parties  on  the 
oficial  ballot  paper.  The  prohibition¬ 
ist  .put  their  cross  against  the  cocoa- 
nut,  and  the  anti-prohibitionist  put 
their  cross  against  the  black  bottle. 

Chief  Kliama,  ruler  of  Bechuana- 
land,  Africa,  has  decreed  that  here¬ 
after  his  country  must  be  dry.  He  has 
not  only  issued  an  edict  that  white 
traders  must  cease  their  bringing 
of  liquors  across  his  boundaries,  but 
that  the  brewing  of  native  beer  must 
stop. 

The  Council  of  State  of  the  Phlli 
pine  islands  has  memorialized  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  per¬ 
mit  the  Pilipino  people  to  decide  the 
question  of  prohibition  for  them¬ 
selves.  The  proposed  measure  to  be 
an  exact  copy  of  the  act  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Government. 

Chinese  Students  Prohibition  Lea¬ 
gue,  organized  appeal  to  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Government  to  prohibit  American 
citizens  from  engaging  in  the  liquor 
traffic  in  China,  and  to  their  own 
government  to  prohibit  the  entire 
liquor,  both  native  and  foreign. 

Business  and  medical  men  of  On¬ 
tario  endorse  prohibition. 

Students  and  professors  of  Eng¬ 
land.  Norway,  8weeden.  Belgium, 
Denmark,  Japan  and  China  have  ap¬ 
pealed  to  ua.  They  want  our  trained 
personal  and  proved  methods  to  aid 
hem  In  organizing  similar  movements 
in  their  own  countries.  The  United 
States  will  soon  have  constitutional 
prohibition  embodied  in  the  consti¬ 
tution  and  not  subject  to  such  judges 
os  Federal  District  Judge  Chester  in 
granting  an  injunction  in  New  Or- 
leani,  November  16,  1919.
